tainty of class room Work. We try to 
get over this by tests and examina- 
tions to measure the attainments of 
pupils but even these are unsatisiac- 
tore and do not give us the much- 
needed day-to-day light in our work. 
This’ being the case it comes to us 


more and more forcibly that ideals 
are a necessity for the direction of 
the wark of the teacher. If the lights 
are few at the side of the trail a 
strong light ahead is a necessity. 

“It is because every day work is 
indefinite and because guiding prin- 


ciples are necessary that we have ao 
much traffic in educational ideas, Let 


principies have directed teachers in 
the past. There was a time when the 
doctrine of original sin was a guide 
for the teacher and all his practice 
was shaped to this idea, There was 
an educationist one time by the name 
of Franks who lived in Halle in Ger- 
many, aud who thought that the im- 
pulse to play was a device of the devil. 
Ht ganized a school of very rigor- 
ous discipline in which children were 
o be Whipped vigorously against any 
appearance of levity as any show of 
cheerfulness distracted them from the 
eternal good. We still have a few 
survivals of this sort among parents 
and teachers, for example, the 
who thrashes his child every Monday 
morning on the ground that he will 
leserve the licking before the week 
is out if he does not deserve it just 
it the time,

FORMER GOVERNOR OF 
' ALASKA LOSES FORTUNE 
In the Crash—Savings of Friends go 
Too—Tells Why he Resigned. 

Seattle, Oct. 283—John Green Brady, 
thrice governor of Alaska, whose faith 
in H. D, Reynolds and his enterprises 
led him to invest the savings of a life- 
time, will go back to his old home at 
Sitka, penniless, according to his own 
statement made yesterday. He de- 
claved that the embarrassment of the 
Reynolds companies had brought ruin 
upon him, and that he felt that the 
confidence ‘which the church-going 
people of New England had placed in 
him had been shaken. 

Notwithstanding that 
have been great, he made no 
plaint against Reynolds. 

His Fortune Lost. 

“T shall not be disloyal,’ he said, 
“Such a course would in no wise ben- 
efit me and it would only add to my 
sorrow. I had hoped that the enter- 
prises would prosper and that I could 
edueate my children as I would like. 
IT have seen the castles builded upon 
these hopes collapse, and instead of 
realizing a competence, everything I 
have is gone. I shall send for my 
wife and children and we shall go to 
our little place at Sitka to live, 

“T have been earnest in my efforts 
to build the Alaska Home railway,and 
I believed what | told my friends. &o 
confident was I that the enterprise 
would succeed that I continued to put 
what money I had into it until the 
last. 

“When the prospectus of the Rey- 
nolds-Alaska Development company 
was issued I was asked to write the 
introdnuetion, I did s0, not as a gov- 
ernor of Alaska, but as a private cili- 
zen. I signed the introduction simply 
as J. G. Brady, 

“When the prospectus was publish- 
ed, Mr. Reynolds inserted a line over 
iny article which read; Foreword by 
Gov, Brady, of Alaska. 

Caused Resignation. 

“T did mot countenance that, and 
when I learned of it, | took steps to 
discontinue the circulation of the 
pamphlet, Certain men unfriendly to 
me took the matter up with Secretary 
Hitcheock, of the department of the 
interior. IT wrote a lengthy letter of 
explanation and owing to the fact that 
I did not receive the secretary's reply 
for sevtral weeks, he became of the

Lord Curzon, 
as Chatvellor of the University, is doing 
good service, But something more than 
money is wanted. The University, if it 
is to be a cefitre of national learning, 
must beeomé a State Institut'on. The 
colleges are the richest in the world and 
it is a reproach to them that the Uni- 
versity as a bedy should be starving for 
funds, The old conservative spirit which 
controls the university nowadays is 
found in sleepy eountry vicarages. The 
overwhelming majority of members of 
the university having the voting power 
Which directs its policy are old fash 
ioned parsons who for more than a gen- 
eration have lost touch with present day 
requirements and are no more fit to 
control a national teaching institation 
than a congregation of elderly spinsters. 
The infusion of American and Colonial 
blood has of late quickened the desire 
among Oxford students for a modern 
learning. That it should be deemed ne- 
cessary to propose the teaching of Eng- 
lish and European languages and Chem- 
istry ete., shows that a sleepy hollow 
Oxford has become. This will not be 
cured by public subscriptions of money 
but by drastic legislation which shall re- 
form altogether the constitution of Eng- 
land's ancient seat of learning. 

The veforming movement in Oxford 
owes something to the Rhodesian scho- 
lars from the United States, Canada and 
S. Africa, and to the voung graduates 
who are imbued with the spirit of de- 
mocracy. The old aristocratic tories who 
have got the university into such a mess 


have beens unmindful of the Jact that 
Oxiord at its foundation was intended 
for the sons of the poor. In the 18th 


century and for long after every Oxford 
student had a license to beg alms. It 
was not till the close of the period of 
Feudalism that the wealthy classes fin- 
ally captured the colleges—for the dark 
ages to barons and knights had a swash- 
buckler's contempt for learning and left 
it to the priests, When rich men’s sons 
went to Oxford they paid on a higher 
scale and raised the standard of living 
and by degrees the poor were crowded 
out and as the rich graduates «became 
the governing body of the University 
the tendency increased to make the col- 
lege luxurious and exclusive and as 
learning for its own sake was not greatly 
demanded the university was starved 
while the colleges fleurished and the idea 
of Oxford being what it ought to be a 
popular seat of advanced 
ing was not thought of. But it seems as 
if Parliament must interfere to restore 
Oxford to its original make it 
national university

New York, Oct, 22.—Dan O'Leary, the 
veteran pedestrian, has entered the home 
stretch in his 1,000 mile walk, On next 
Saturday he will have accomplished his 
task of walking 1,000 miles in 1,000 hours 

He began his long journey on Sept. 8, 
and undertook to walk one mile in! every 
one of the hours every day. So far he 
has averaged a mile in 11 minutes. His 
sleeping, eating, in fact, everything, 
must be apportioned, must be done dur- 
ing the remainin gminutes of the hour. 
Despite these hardships he is still going 
and confident he will finish on schedule 
time. 

O'Leary is the holder of many profes- 
sional walking records. He has competed 
all over the world and defeated fast pe- 
destrians in many countries. His first 
big walk was in May, 1875, at Chicago, 
when he walked 500 miles in 153 hours, 
In 1876 he walked 500 miles in this city 
in 143 hours 17 minutes.

MANITOBA GOVERNMENT

Likely Be Created Next Session—

Winnipeg, Oct, 24.—The_ provincial 
government is discussing the question 
of government insurance, and it is 
likely that legislation will be intro- 
luced next session along the lines of 
the Saskatchewan act, Hon. 8. W. 
McInnis, provincial secretary, will 
bring up the matter before the Union 
of Canadian Municipalities. which 
neets here in convention next month. 
Private hail insurance companies are
